Back  in  1909  ray  uncle,  the  late  Judge  L.  A.  Vories,  feeling  the  need  of

Being  a  man  of  high  ideals,  the  judge  did  not  sell  a  single  plant  until 
he  had  obtained  the  opinions  of  competant  authorities.  Soon  this  hobby 
became  a  business  too  large  for  the  Judge  to  handle  alone  -  he  had  to 
have  help.  It  was  then  that  I  came  into  the  picture  -  1914  to  be  exact. 

For  the  past  25  years  I  have  worked  with  Peonies  -I’ve  learned  just 
about  everything  to  be  learned  about  them,  that  is  up  to  the  present 
time.  Since  1929  I  have  managed  the  Judge  Vories  Peony  Farm  almost  en¬ 
tirely.  Many  of  our  plants  have  won  prizes  at  the  various  shows  thru- 
out  the  country.  Vie  have  developed  quite  a  number  of  our  own  plants 
which  have  won  outstanding  places, 

it  is  my  intention  to  continue  this  Peony  Farm  along  the  very  same 
lines  as  my  uncle.  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  nowhere  can  you  obtain 
any  finer,  more  beautiful,  or  more  hardy  plants  than  from  ray  farm.
